Bill to be Introdudcd Alllowlng M. W. A. 
Mcmders Malority Vote 

It has been prophisied many times in 
the last few weeks that If the Head 
Camp of the Modern Woodmen insisted 
upon pushing the matter of the rate 
raise that the Illinois legislature would 
take the matter up and pass legislation 
in favor of the old members. And it 
now Bdems that this prohpecy. is to 
come true. A bill has been introduced 
by D. D. Donahue of Bloomington pro- 
viding that no fraternal insurance socie- 
ty, organized under the laws of the 
state of Illinois will be able to raise 
their rates without first obtaining the 
consent of a majority nf its members. 
This would apply to the Modern Wood- 
men, as that organization has the refer- 
endum. 

The bill is aimed' particularly at the 
Woodmen, who recently raised their 
rates, and also provides that they shall 
not be able to raise before the first of 
the year 1915. 

The referendum feature was inserted 
in the committee on fraternal Insurance 
which reported the bill favorably to 
the house. Inasmuch as the Woodmen 
are organized under the Illinois lawH, 
the referendum rule would apply to all 
members, whether in the state or not.

County Superintendent of Schools T- 
A. Simpson has just completed the work 
of sending to every treasurer in the 
various townships in Lake County, their 
pro rata share of the distributable fund 
for school purposes for the year ending 
March 31, 1912. 

The distributable school fund comes 
from the fines collected by the State's 
Attorney and the various justices of 
the peace throughout the county, to- 
gether with the state warrant which 
is the one mill tax received each year 
from the state. The total amount of 
nioney in the fund this year was $18,- 
171;03 of which amount $17,313.31 came 
from the one mill tax while the next 
largest amount $676.85 came from the 
state's attorney. The amounts collect- 
ed by the justices was very small.

Illinois, and be certified as free from oil 
contagious and infectious diseases in- 
cluding tho disease of tuberculosis.

House BUI 540 affects no dairy cow 
in tho State of Illinois, It only goes 
to the quesUon of cows shipped In.

Upon December 0. 1911, tho United 
States Livestock Sanlury Association. 
In Fifteenth Annual Convention as- 
Bomhlod at Chicago, passed Uio fol- 
lowing resolution: 

"WHERBAB tho loglalaluro of the 
Stato of Illinois has taken a stop 
backwards with reference to the con- 
trol of tuberculosis In that all restric- 
tions havo been removed, thus permit- 
ting tuberculous cattle to como freely 
Into tho Stato from without, and 

"WHEREAS. Illinois Is now making 
no effort to control tuberculosis among 
cntUe within tho state and has re- 
moved restrictions on the Importation 
of tuberculous cattle from other 
statos. thus foatoring a diaoaso pro- 
duclng center which muat be a con- 
stant source of danger for surrounding 
Btntos; therefore, be it resolved by 
this Aaaoclatlon that we deplore most 
sincerely tho attitude of tho state of 
lUlnols regarding Tuberculin Teat." 

Later, In January, 1912, the Holatoln 
Breeders' Association In tho Stato of 
nilnols passed resolutions condemning 
the Legislature for not passing Houso 
Dill 640. 

■House BUI 640 may not have been 
specially necessary for tho dairy dis- 
trict If It had curtailed to aomo ex- 
tent tho buying of Wisconsin. Minne- 
sota, Iowa and Indiana cows from tho 
cow dealers at sixty dollars per head, 
milking them for sU months, when 
three-fourths of them prove failures 
and go as cannors In Chicago at fif- 
teen dollars per head; it would have 
Injured In no way tho actual, bona fide 
dairyman, and simply lessened a fow 
profits to Mr. Elmer J. Fellowa and 
men of his class. 

If It had done just what Mr. Lum- 
ley. dt LlbortyvUle, said It would have 
done— "rushed the price of butter and 
milk"— It would have been only what 
my friend Mr. Lumley has been 
screaming to have done for the last 
ton years. ' 

For twelve years I have supported 
and helped pass through tho house an 
appropriation for |2,500 for the bene- 
fit of tho Dairymen's Association In 
compUIng, publishing and dlstribuUng 
Itfl reports and other necessary ex- 
penses. ThiB Is a regular appropria- 
tion, and I doubt if I or Senator Olson 
could stop It if wo set out to do so 

A few years ago, I instituted an ap- 
propriatlon of ?1.000 for tho UUnoIs 
Stato Milk Producers* InsUtute. which 
has been appropriated at every ses- 
sion since and had my support in tho 
House. This Is now a regular appro- 
priation.

Passed by Senate at Eleventh Hour 
When Too Late for House Action, 
Even With Rapid Work. 
This BlU waa Introduced In (he Son- 
ate upon April 28. 1911. The BlU 
passed tho senate upon May 17, 1911, 
forty-eight hours before adjournment 
It came to tho house, was referred to 
a Committee, the Commltloe mot and 
acted upon It, reporting It back to tho 
Houso favorably. It passed second 
reading In the houao, and with three 
hundred other blllfl. was on third read- 
ing tho last night of the session.' It 
did not reach a roll call. 

My attention was never called to 
the Bill In any way.

It Is the 
law that thirty-three other statea I'e- 
qulre of us If wo ship any of our anl- 
malB to them. In Wisconsin one form- 
er cannot sell a dairy cow to his 
neighbor across the street without 
auch a certificate.

If he 
tries to Bell her and she does not pass 
muster, If she Is diseased. If aho may 
be dlseaaed. he can steU her to an 
Illinois cow dealer, and she comes to 
Illinois by public Invitation. 

I have not said that any diseased 
cows do come to Illinois. I say they 
may come to lUInoIa, and thereby tho 
pubUc mind is Inflamed. The news- 
papers protest, and the great cattle 
Industry of nilnols In the breeding 
lines is In constant fear and Just ex- 
actly this public Inflammation Is what 
led to the raids ten years ago, and Is 
what led to the passage of the Chi- 
cago ordinances four years ago.

Bills 540 and 65 Were Companion 
Measures and Would Have Settled 
Whole MUk Question In Illinois— 
The Defeat of S40 Was to Keep

House Bin 540, if It had passed, to- 
gether with Houso BUI 65. which did 
pOBs, would have been taken as it 
woa taken and agreed to by the Com-

^olry district what it wantod. also giv- 
ing tho consumer in the city what ho 
thought he wanted, and absolutely pro-

Butterine Bunk, 
Mr. George M. Whitaker, Secretary 
of the NaUonal Dairy Union at Wash- 
ington, D. C, pleading to maintain the 
ton cent tax upon colored Oleomarger- 
Ine, has this to say: 

Tjl3,vfJ !*^ natural oleomargerino, 
HAVING A LEGITIMATE PLACE IN 
COMMERCE. THERE IS ADDED 
COLORING MATTER WHICH MAKES 
IT RESEMBLE TABLE BUTTER IT 
LOSES ITS DISTINCTVE CHARAC- 
TER AND BECOMES AN IMITATION 
OR A COUNTERFEIT. 

"Tho reason for the ten cent tax on 
ImltnUon butter-not on genuine ole- 
omargerine-ls this: If there were no 
restrictive legislation, oleomargerino 
would be sold dishonestly in many.- 
even most, instances, to the injury of 
the consumer and the discourngemont 
of honest buBlnesB. This statomont 
Is proven by the history of oleomar- 
gerine. At the date of wriUng this, 
fair grades of table butter can be 
bought by dealers at about thirty to 
th rty.flve cents per pound and re- 
tailed at about thlrty-flvo to forty 
cents., Honest oleomargerino can bo 
bought at from twelve to ninetoen 
cents and retailed at eighteen to 
twenty.nve cents. Here, then. Is an 
article which the economically In- 
c ned can use. If thoy wish, as a sub- 
sUtuto for table butter, with no Injury 
to any one, and at a saving of some 
fifteen cents per pound." 

But he goes on to say that If there 
were no oleomargerino laws much of 
this would be colored ond countor- 
felted for true butter.

March 1, 1912, page 12. says: 

"The present oleo law was framed 
to prevent the sale of a cheaper and 
Inferior product as butter, thereby ro- 
duclng the price of the real product 
The law has been difficult to enforce,

Washlngton.-^ho Democratic blU 
reducing tho tariff duties on wool, 
clotlilng, carpets nnd other products 
was piiBsed, by tho house of ropresou- 
tatlvcs, 189 to 92. 

Tho raoasuro 1b Identical with tho 
Underwood bill passed by tho house 
last sesHlon nnd tho Democratic ma- 
jority preserved It intact from iimond- 
mont by tho nopubllcans In putting It 
through the house. 

It provides a 20 per cent, ad valorem 
duty on raw wool, which amounts to 
about flvo cents a pound spcclUc duty 
as compored with tho 11 cents in the 
Aldrlch-Payno law. 

This and other reductions In tlio bill 
averago about -17 per cent, and tho ef- 
fect, according to tho Democrats, 
would be a material decrease In tho 
price of clothing and other wool prod- 
ucts. 

Eighteen Uopubncan progressives 
and two regulars— Nye and Stevens of 
Minnesota — voted with tho Democrats 
In favor of tho bill, and one Democrat 
— Francis of Ohio— voted against it. 

Tho stand-pat Romibllcans were 
■wining to stand for a slight reduction 
of duties, hut contended that the Dem. 
ocratlc bin went far beyond any revi- 
sion JuBtllled by tho tariff board re- 
port. 

It Is not unlikely tho wool bill will 
go to tho president In practically tho 
same form vetoed by him last session. 
Tho duty on raw wool In that In- 
stance was Increased by the confer- 
ence committee of tho two houses 
from tile original 20 to 29 per cent

houses. There Is only one church, 
presided over by a Methodist minis- 
ter, and only one doctor, and there la 
no cemotory, the dead of each family 
boine burled In the yard. There la no 
newspaper, no Jail, no lock-up and no 
lawyers, nor any need for tbom. 
IBvorybody U deeply religious, and 
iprofnnlty la punlahed with a fine Im- 
iposod by the deacon of the church. 

The men go fishing and crabbing 
,in sailboats early on Monday mornings 
lond do not come homo until Satur- 
'daye, when they have marketed their 
'sea harvcata Sn towns on the main- 
[land. There are no gardens, no horses 
ior cows, but plenty of chlclcens are 
ETnised. Fuel la supplied to the Island- 
pors by sloops, which come every month 
lor BO loaded with wood and anchor 
iotf Tangier, sending small boats plied 
|WUh cordwood and Ulndllngs to ovory 
rhonse by means of the little canals, 
tthe women wear aunbonnets and go 
parofooted, and there Is an organ in 
^nearly every home. Tangier was first 
settled by white people In 1G66, and 
^before that time was occupied by the 
Indians.

Esklmot Descended From Mongols? 
' It Is suggested by Dr. S. K. Hutton, 
fwho spent flvo years In Labrador, that 
the progenitors of the Labrador KsU- 
XQOs came from Siberia, and that they 
are physically related to the Mon- 
gols. So far as Is known, they arc the 
aboriginal o^^Tiors of the Labrador 
coast, and their territory extends In- 
land more than a hundred mtlca. Two 
|hundrc<l years ago they occupied the

[numbers were greater. Now they are 
Iconflned to that part which lies be-

At present there Is 
little for the white man to covet In 
the country of the Innult, and therein 
11^ the principal safety of the Es- 
kimos. 



Unbarred Cells Successful. 
John L. Whitman, superintendent 
of the bridewell, Chicago, addressed 
the commonwealth class of the First 
Congregational church of "WUmette on 
•^Modern Methods of Dealing With the 
Criminal Classes.*' "Ten years ago," 
said Mr. Whitman, "It was the cus- 
tom to make the prisoners submit to 
fiunislunent In order to make them 
obey. Now this method Is seldom 
used. Our practice Is to bring about 
discipline by trusting the prisoners 
and letting them foel that we really 
do trust them. We have found this 
♦o work splendidly. One of the great- 
est aids In carrying out this method 
jat the bridewell Is the new cellhouse. 
■In this cellhouse every cell has a win- 
dow, which Is not barred. I think 
[there Is no other prison In the United 
^States where the windows to the cells 
ore not barred. We have not had a 
•single Instance where a prisoner has 
itrled to escape."

New Zealand.— Long dis- 
patches descriptive of his thrilling ad- 
ventures up to January 3 this 
year, specially written for the 
Now York Times, wore sent from 
hero by Captain Robert F. Scott 
When last heard of he was making 
a final effort to reach the polo, and 
Ucntennnt Uennell, commander of the 
Terra Nova Is conOdont of his success. 
The Terra Nova was compelled to re- 
turn by bad Ice and climatic condi- 
tions, leaving besides Scott's party, 
Lieutenant Campbell's western party, 
which londed on .the Drygalskl gla- 
cier and sledged to the Interior of 
South Victoria land. The geological 
expedition on the west coast found 
coal and fossils, the first fossils dis- 
covered In the antarctic continent 
The health of all the expedition Is 
excellent, Lieutenant Evans had 
scurvy, hut is now convalescent. The 
Terra Nova will return south In No- 
rembcr to bring back Scott and his 
companions. 

Captain Scott's narrative begins 
with the sotting out of the depot-lay- 
ing party from Capo Evans on Janu- 
ary 25, 1911. The first , misfortune 
was tlie breaking of the sea Ice south 
of Cape Evans, severing all communi- 
cation between the party and the sta- 
tion. The depot party fixed their 
camp on the Ice barrier seven miles 
east by southeast, of the hut Then 
they marched 27 miles In the same di- 
rection to a place called Corner 
Camp and turned south to avoid the 
crevasses on White Island. The party

comprised 12 men, eight ponies and 
two dog teams. They found the snow 
surface yielding, and In a three days' 
blizzard the ponies, who were In poor 
condition suffered severely. Three 
ponies which had been sent back 
vfOTe caught In the second blizzard 
eind two died. 

Forced Back by Blizzard. 

Five ponies and dogs reached~79'% 
degrees on February IG, when the 
:ontlnued blizzard forced a rotim to 
c. While turning a corner at 
White Island, a whole team was swal- 
lowed up In a crevasse and Scott and 
Mears bad a narrow escape. Mears 
was guiding the ponies and doga and 
Bcott was on the sledge. The doga 
were hanging by their harness. One 
fell GO feet and was fatally Injured. 
Meara and Scott fortunately were 
Bustalnwd by part of the bridge over 
the crevasse, which held despite the 
Btrain. 

.Orf February 24 the party again 
started from their base to the comer 
camp. They -were held up by an- 
other blizzard, but reached camp 



again three days later. They on* 
cour-orod a tremendous storm three 
days out from camp with great heaps 
of F---)w and baffling winds. Snow 
walls failed to Bhelter the iwnles, who 
were badly knocked about. Dr. Wil- 
son and Mears with the dogs retired 
toward tlio base. Hut Point. 

Lieutenant Bowers, Dr. Cherry Ga- 
rard and Crcan followed with four 
ponies, but close to Hut Point wore 
compelled to turn south by the cracks 
In tlio Boa ice. After a fonr-mllo march 
the ponies wore exhausted and the 
party camped at two o'clock in the 
morning March 1. Dowers was fitartled 
out of his sleep two hours later. The 
ico was smashed up and was churn- 
ing around the camp. One pony had 
dlSHpiwarcd forever. 

An exciting race for life commenced 
over the pack of Ice, the ponies leap- 
ing from floe to floe. This lasted for 
eight hours, and tlien, noarlng the bar- 
rier, the party found an Insurmount- 
able wall of Ice against which floes 
were dashing and smashing. Crcan 
started In a forlorn hope over the 
shaking and swirling broken Ice, and 
at last stuck his akl stick in a crack 
and climbed the barrier. 

Fearful Night's Work. 
Scott, Gates and Gran had remained 
behind trjing to save a pony which 
was almost dead, and had to abandon 
It. They reached the barrier edge 
the same forenoon, saw the ponies 
drifting on the sea Ice and then found 
Crcan. Oates and Scott set out with 
Crcan and at six In the evening found 
Bowers and Garard. The ice was now 
quieter and with an alpine rope, the 
men, sledges and the loads were 
raised up the barrier wall, but tho 
ponies, though one was only thirty 
yards away, had to be left with full 
nose bags Avhilo tho party rested at 
4 a, m. after a fearful night's work 
following a day of peril and adven- 
ture. The ico began to rock again, 
but became steady at eight tho same 
morning. Jlarchlng north the party 
located the ponle^. Bowers and Oates 
traveled over the peak to .them and 
led tho animals, jumping over wob- 
bling floea. Meanwhile Scott and the 
others dug a trench In the barrier 
edge. But In spite of all their exer- 
tions one pony only was rescued, Tho 
other three drifted away on the pack 
to tho north and were lost 

On March B, tho party was again 
safe at Hut Point. An upheaval of Ipe 
had smashed ten miles of sea Ice and 
had broken big lumps off the barrier 
and demolished two miles of glacier 
tongue. The loss of throe ponies was 
a severe disaster to tho expedition. 
Tho Hut was cleared of hard snow 
and tho party settled down to life on 
blubber food, though seals were somo- 
tlmos scarce. The health of all was 
good, and a box of old magazines was 
much appreciated. 

150 MIlea From Pole. 
On March 15 the western geological 
party returned, making IG In tho par- 
ty at the hut 

The party passed a comfortable win- 
ter and set off for the south on No- 
vember 2. They encountered many 
severe storma and hardships, but at 
last reports were In excellent condi- 
tion, ISO miles from the pole. 

December 21, latitude 85 degrees 7 
minutes south, longitude 163 degrees, 
four minutes eaat, height about C,800 
feet, four miles south thirty west of 
Mount Darwin, l^argely as a result of 
tho storm reported In my lost dla- 
patch, the lower reaches of the glacier 
were filled with terribly soft snow. 
Men on foot sank to tho knee at each 
step. It' would have been quite im- 
possible to advance had we not pulled 
on skis. As it was tho runner surface 
of the sledges proved Inadequate. They 
frequently sank to crossbars, requl^ 
ing to be extracted with standing 
pulls. For four dn*'a wo struggled In 
this morass, scarcely advancing flvfi 
milea a day. although working ten to 
eleven hours. It la difllcult lo pitch 
camp and load sledges on such su^ 
face. On the fifth day the surface 
grew a little harder and we were able 
to push on, still pulling on skis. We 
did not get abreast of Cloudbrcakex 
mountain until the seventh, so thai 
the snow cost us a week's advance. 

The ponies were all killed when the 
forage had given out They did ex- 
cellent service. 

The motor aledgea were also fairly 
successful, but were abandoned around 
latitude SO because of tho overheating 
of, the air cooled engines and the lack 
of time to make repairs. 

Captain Scott said: "Tho system 
of propulsion adopted In these inotori 
had proved entirely satisfactory atid 
tho machines dragged heavy loadi 
over the worst part of the barrier sun 
face, crossing several crevasses.''

LOrtllVIER WINS OUT 

SENATE COMMITTEE GIVES SEAT 
TO SENATOR. 



Cleveland, O. — Tho union hero bas 
ordered 170.000 minors In the anthra- 
cite regions of Pennsylvania to quit 
work: This Is the Initial step toward 
a stoppage in coal production In the 
United States as a result of the mi- 
ners' many wage disputes. 

Tho suspension was ordered be- 
cause of the operators' refusal to 
grant the union demands for Increased 
pay. 

President White said tho suspension 
wouid.be equal to a strike, except that 
tho men at tho pumps and others nec- 
essary to protect mine property would 
be kept at work. 

The shutting down of the mines, tho 
union ofllclals say, will cause a loss In 
the coal production of tho country of 
7,083,000 bushels of anthracite a 
month and will entail a loss In pay to 
the minors of not less than (350,000 
for every day they remain out 

Measures to induce miners and op- 
erators to renew ncgqtlatlons broken 
off In New York several weeks ago, 
already are talked. 

The bituminous mine workers' wage 
dispute. Involving about 300,000 more 
miners, has been settled on a basis 
satisfactory to both aides, It has been 
announced. There will bo a short sue- 
pension In tho bituminous fields, to 
permit tho operators, and minors of 
the different states to settle their In- 
ternal differences, but according to 
the agreement made In the joint con- 
ference, no change In present condi- 
tions will be made that will Increase 
the cost of mining over the agreo 
ment reached here or keep the miners 
from earning aa much as they can. 

By the agreement tho miners will 
receive an Increase of five cents a 
ton for screened coal, three cents for 
mine run, 5.5 per cent for day labor 
and dead work and five hours on Sat- 
urday with five hours' pay. Ail other 
demands are waived. The additional 
rates demanded by the Illinois minora 
In their convention will bo dropped. 

Wllkesbarro, Pa. — President John P. 
White's order for a suspension of all 
work In the anthracite llclda April 1 
found tho miners prepared, and as a 
unit they will walk from the cham- 
bers, ready to stand by tho national 
leaders and fight out their demands 
with the operators. 

London. — The government's mini- 
mum wage bill haa become a law. It 
having received the royal assent 



HInoa le Freed From Blame — Ma- 
jority Holds That Case Has Al- 
ready Been Decided. 

Washington. — The special Investi- 
gating committee bos upheld the right 
of Senator Lorimcr of Illinois to hla 
seat In the United States senate. The 
committee, by a vote of 5 to 3. has de- 
cided that tho senate's voto sustain- 
ing Mr. Lorlmor In tho last congress, 
on substantially tho same charges, 
barred any further proceedings 
againat him. 

Tho committee's action was sweep- 
ing. It not only adopted tho "res 
Judicata" resolution prepared by Sen- 
ator Jones of Washington, but other 
resolutions favoring tho Lorlmer con- 
tentions. 

Another resolution adopted exoner- 
ated Edward HInes, tho Chicago lum- 
berman, of any " wrongdoing. 

By a vote of 5 to tho committee 
adopted a resolution declaring that If 
there was any corrupt dealing In con- 
nection with Lorlmer's election to tho 
senate, Lorlmer had no knowledgd 
of It 

A resolution declaring In general 
terms that no evidence had been ad- 
duced showing corruption In connec- 
tion with tho Lorimcr election was 
carried, 6 to 3. 

Washington. — Senator Stcphonson 
of Wisconsin was declared elected to 
his seat by tho vote of 40 to 34. This 
ends a long fight In which thoro were 
three Investigations, revelations of 
$107,793 spent by tho senator In the 
primary campaign of 1008 and charges 
of the Illegal use of money.

passing of the Milk Train, Not Chargo 
of Bull, Caused Young Farm- 
er's Haste. 

In rural Now England tho passing 
of, a railway train is still a matter 
of public Interest qulto astonishing to 
visitors from tho city. Last summer 
three ladles from lloston hired an 
nbandoaod farmhouso In northern 
Now England, In a region tlovoted to 
dairying. Ono warm August day they 
walked through tho rocky pastures 
to a farmhouBo three miles' distant, 
In quest of a two weeks' supply of 
butter. 

On learning that they had come 
through the (lolds, tho farmer's wlfo 
exclaimed: "Why, you can't bo back 
that way alone!
